The  face  of  medicine  is  ever  changing.     Factual 
knowledge,  due  largely  to  research  in  the  field  of  the 
basic  sciences,  is  increasing  almost  daily.     The  applica- 
tion of  this  new  knowledge  in  medical  practice  will  be 
the  chief  duty  of  most  of  you,  and  it  therefore  becomes 
imperative  for  you  to  realize  that  the  study  of  medicine, 
which  you  began  four  years  ago,  is  a  continuous  process, 
and  must  be  continued  always  if  you  are  to  fulfill  your 
duty  as  practitioners.    The  field  of  medicine  is  so  broad 
and  has  so  many  facets  that  it  is  beyond  the  compass  of 
any  one  individual  to  be  competent  in  all  branches:  this 
being  so,  you  should  endeavour  to  keep  pace  with  the  broad  advances  as  they  occur,  but  those  of  you 
who  may  seek  to  become  specialists  must  also  keep  pace  with  the  details  of  the  ever  unfolding  minutae 
of  your  specialty. 

As  practitioners,  it  will  be  essential  for  you  to  recognize  your  limitations  as  well  as  your  abilities. 
Never  hesitate  to  consult  with  your  colleagues  about  your  problems,  because  opinions  arrived  at  by 
discussion  between  two  or  more  are  almost  sure  to  be  sounder  than  that  given  by  one,  and  besides,  it 
is  mentally  stimulating  and  mutually  beneficial  to  think  things  through  in  groups.  It  will  not  always 
be  possible  to  have  such  consultations,  but  your  attendance  at  and  active  participation  in  the  work  of 
local  medical  societies  should  be  of  great  help  to  you  in  the  general  business  of  keeping  abreast  and 
up-to-date  with  the  times.  Text  books  have  their  place,  but  they  should  never  replace  the  medical 
journals,  the  reading  of  which  you  should  cultivate  and  make  a  habit  as  regular  as  eating  breakfast, 
but  in  the  reading  of  the  current  medical  literature  be  ever  critical,  and  remember  that  until  a  reputed 
discovery  is  confirmed  it  cannot  be  wholly  accepted.  In  other  words,  the  opinion  expressed  by  one 
individual,  no  matter  how  distinguished  he  himself  may  be,  must  be  capable  of  confirmation  before  it 
can  have  general  acceptance  by  the  profession.  Finally,  I  would  urge  all  of  you  to  take  advantage  of 
any  and  all  opportunities  as  they  present  themselves,  to  add  to  your  knowledge  by  attending  medical 
conventions,  refresher  courses  from  time  to  time,  and  even  a  graduate  year  of  study  when  such  can 
be  arranged. 

The  members  of  this  faculty  which  has  trained  you,  I  am  sure,  will  wish  to  join  with  me  now  in 
wishing  you  every  success  and  Godspeed.

Music,  along  with  the  other  arts,  has  produced  a  consistent  line  of  peculiarly  dedicated 
souls.  Unfortunately,  enveloping  subjugation  to  high  idealism  has  created  a  misleading  im- 
pression of  the  impractical,  ephemeral  and  expensive  wherever  music  is  under  consideration. 

In  educational  circles,  this  factor  has  made  the  inclusion  of  music  study  as  an  integral 
part  of  institution  curricula  an  uphill  struggle.  However,  of  recent  years  this  old  bogey 
has  worn  thin  and  music  is  now  admitted  to  be  a  very  practical  intellectual  effort. 

Here  at  Western,  where  music  should  be  included  on  a  par  with  other  academic  depart- 
ments to  conform  with  the  pattern  of  all  important  universities,  the  approach  has  been  along 
the  line  of  the  practical  —  hence  the  music  courses  aim  directly  at  vocational  training  in  the 
main. 

Music  Teachers  College  prepares  students  for  music  supervisors  in  high  schools  and  col- 
legiates.  As  a  background  for  this,  high  attainment  of  performance  in  singing,  piano,  organ 
and  violin  is  required.  Basic  theoretical  training  is  also  provided  and  the  pedagogy  of 
teaching  in  the  major  field  elected  equips  the  graduate  to  enter  the  field  of  private  teaching 
or  directing  the  music  of  a  church  in  addition  to  secondary  school  procedure. 

As  the  music  course  can  be  combined  with  an  Arts  course  substituting  well  over  a  third 
of  that  course  and  granting  a  B.A.  degree  plus  a  Mus.G.Paed.  in  music.  These  courses 
receive  Type  A  standing  in  the  Department  of  Education. 

Next  step  will  point  toward  a  Faculty  of  Music  with  another  division  in  composition 
and  advanced  theory  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree.

Be  diligent!  Don't  be  afraid  of  honest  toil.  There  is 
plenty  of  room  at  the  top  in  every  field  of  endeavour  for 
those  who  are  willing  to  work  that  extra  hour.  Anyone 
who  proceeds  on  the  assumption  that  the  world  owes  him 
a  living  is  inviting  trouble.  Rather  venture  out  on  the 
assumption  that  work  is  a  boon  and  a  blessing.  Make  it 
the  plus  sign  of  your  life  and  you  will  find  that  many 
things  will  be  added  unto  you. 

Serve  gladly!  From  time  to  time  think  of  all  the  energy,  time  and  money  that  has  been 
invested  in  you  by  parents,  teachers  and  friends.  You  may  never  be  able  to  repay  these  in- 
vestors in  kind.  However,  if  you  give  of  yourself  unselfishly  for  the  welfare  of  others  beyond  the 
line  of  duty,  serving  your  country,  your  community,  your  Alma  Mater  as  a  token  of  gratitude, 
that  will  be  the  only  return  your  investors  expect. 

Here's  your  train  now.  Good-bye  and  goodluck!  May  God  bless  you  and  keep  you  till  we 
see  you  again !

TO  THE  CLASS  OF  1932 

As  your  honorary  president  and  one  of  your  instructors,  I  am  pleased  to  have  this  opportunity 
of  giving  you  my  congratulations  for  your  past  accomplishments  and,  presumptuous  as  it  may  be, 
some  suggestions  for  your  future  conduct. 

Up  to  now  you  have  had,  with  certain  exceptions,  a  rather  sheltered  existence  in  order  that 
you  might  more  readily  absorb  those  methods,  ideals,  principles  and  facts  that  have  become  known 
as  a  college  education.  You  will  now  find  that  you  are  entering  a  world  in  which  50  or  60  or  70 
per  cent  is  not  good  enough,  a  world  in  which  the  information  you  obtained  in  college  may  not 
seem  to  be  directly  applicable.  This  apparent  failure  will  be  due,  not  to  weakness  in  basic  concepts, 
but  rather  to  inadequacies  in  your  accumulation  of  factual  knowledge,  a  process  which  you  have 
barely  begun.  The  essense  of  your  education  is  to  be  found  in  these  basic  concepts :  the  ideals  of 
truth  and  right  and  honesty  and  justice,  the  fundamental  principles  of  nature  and  society,  and  the 

orderly,  rational  process  of  logical  common-sense  reasoning. 
This  essence  can,  indeed  must,  be  applied  if  your  life  is  to 
prove  worthwhile  to  yourself  and  useful  to  your  community. 
Some  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  nature  and  society 
that  I  mentioned  above  require  special  attention.  From  your 
biology  you  have  learned  that  the  progress  of  the  race  is  the 
sum  total  of  the  progress  of  each  individual  and  that  a  para- 
sitic existence  weakens  both  host  and  parasite.  In  physical 
science  you  have  been  taught  the  law  of  the  conservation  of 
energy,  that  you  cannot  get  something  from  nothing.  History 
and  the  social  sciences  have  emphasized  that  in  a  democracy 
the  rights  of  an  individual  have  no  meaning  except  in  terms 
of  the  fulfillment  of  obligations. 

The  careful  consideration  and  common-sense  application 
of  these  principles  in  the  light  of  your  basic  ideals  should 
enable  you  to  make  a  worthwhile  contribution  toward  the 
betterment  of  our  society,  whose  attitude  can  too  often  be 
summed  up  in  "What's  in  it  for  me?"  rather  than  "How  can 
I  help?".

As  long  as  this  relationship  is  maintained,  intercollegiate  sport  is  of  great  benefit 
to  the  University.  The  members  of  the  teams  enjoy  the  broadening  effects  of  travel  and  of 
fellowship  with  congenial  folk  both  from  their  own  and  competing  universities.  For  the 
student  body  as  a  whole,  intercollegiate  sports  provide  a  rallying  point  for  school  spirit  and 
united  effort.  If  we  were  to  poll  our  alumnae,  we  would  undoubtedly  find  that  many  of  their 
fondest  memories  of  college  life  are  linked  inseparably  with  the  great  achievements  of 
Mustang  teams.
